MONSTER CARPET TRUST. 


THE MANUFACTURERS OF BRUSSELS OAR 
PETS WILL GO INTO A POOL, 


Am Increase of the Daty From 45 to 60 
Per Cent Makos the Trust Practicable— 
An Industry Which Was Already Pro- 
tected in the Exclusion of Competitors 
Receives Additional Favors. 


It is learned In St. Louis to-day that a Bras- 
sels carpet trust is now assured and the price 
of Brussels carpets will go up 25 to 30 cents. 
This isthe work of the McKinley tariff Dill 
and nothing iliustratesthe working of that 
imetrument better than this very important 
incident in trade. The Brussels carpet indus 
try was already protected by a duty of 45 per 
cent, which almost entirely excluded English 
carpets from the market. Itdid away en- 
tirely with competition, for American carpets 
ofthe same quality were sold in the market 
at $1.25 a yard when English goodscould not 
be sold for less than $1. 40. 
Thus importations from Engiand were 
trifiing. No merchants handled the English 
goods because they were practically shut out 
of the market by the margin of 15 cents and 
there was nothing in the English carpet to 
overcome the difference. Yet bythe McKin- 
ley bill the duty on carpets was raised to 60 
percent. That gives the manufacturers such 
a market which Is their own. Foreign manu- 
facturers cannot get in here at all and the 
home makers will complete their trust and 
advance their prices. 

MR. SAM KENNARD 
was asked this morning if he had heard “any- 
thing about the new trust. 

**Yes,’”’ he said, ‘‘I received a letter this 
morning from New York by which I am in- 
formed that the trust is practically formed 
and the price of bedy brussels will go up 25 or 
80 cents. The whole carpet business is in a 
very bad condition. Here is a letter from a 
maker of ingrainsin which he refuses to fill 
an order forten pleces at the oldrate. He 
says if it had been one or two pieces he 
would have accepted it, but he will 
not furnish me ten. The carpet deal- 
ers wanted the manufacturers to supply 
them this fall atthe old prices, but they will 
notdo it. This man advises me to buy more 
at the already advanced prices, fora further 
advance willoccur when the bill goes into 
operation, Camel’s hair, which was exten- 
sively used in the manufacture, has been pro- 
hibited by a high tariff, and now worsteds 


and more expensive materiale will have to be 
used in the making of carpets. There was 
just one thing for us to do if we wanted to buy 
at anything like present prices. They 
WOULD NOT ACCEPT ORDERS 

and let us take the goods lateron. We had to 
order now and take the goods now. That 
would have entailed a heavy expense in Carry- 
ing; the interest and insurance would have 
made the price higher, if the first cost had 
been the same, and then we would be witha 
stock of this year’s patterns on hand for next 
year’seaie. That, of course, would not do. 
Next year we must have next year’s patterns, 
and so we could not buy under the conditions 
laid down by the mannfacturers, if we wanted 
to."* 

‘*Was the increased duty necessary?’’ 

‘*It was necessary for the trust, but not for 
protection. There has been talk of a trust for 
some time, and some of the men who were in 
favor of the increased duty said to me, 
‘There are not enough English goods in the 
market to cut anv figuré; what difference does 
it make whether the tariff is 45 per cent, or 60 
per cent, or any other per cent?’ and my re- 
ply tothem was: ‘It makes just this differ- 
ence; that a 60 per cent duty will enable the 
manufacturers to form a trust.’ And that is 
just what has come of it.’’ 

MR. JOHN H. TRORLICHT 

of Trorlicht, Duncker & Renard, said: ‘*I 
do notthink thetrusthas been formedor I 
would bave heard of itformy partner, Mr. 
Dunocker,is nowinNew York. I know that 
the manufacturers have talked ofatrust for 
some time and it has not been formed because 
one ortwo of themjheld back. There have been 
reports ofa sale of one factory to a commis- 
sion-house andifthatistrue there is money 
behind the sale. The carpet trust, ifit is 
formed, will represent millions and millions 
of dollars. It will bea big thing.’’ 

‘*Before the duty was increased Mr. Tror- 
licht, was the American carpet industry suf- 
fering from competition with England?’’ 

‘*‘No. The English carpet worth 80 cents at 
the English factory is the same grade as the 
American carpet, which is worth 90 cents at 
the American factory, and between the two 
the chance is in favor of * 

THE AMERICAN CARPET. 
Under the 4 per cent duty, we sold the 
American carpet here for $1.25 and the English 
carpet could not be sold for less than $1.40. 
The result was thatfew English carpets were 
sold because the preference was for the 
American carpet in the first place and the 
rice was inits favor, too. I imported some 
Inglish carpets about two years ago, but 
whenlgotrid of them, I bought no more. 
There were not enough imported to cut 
any figure in the trade. I 
the duty on carpets is 
exactly like the duty on tobacco, 
import 33 peunds we export 200 rounds, yet 
we put an import duty of $2 a pound on tobac- 
co and apound on wrappers. Now if 
ether countries turn around and do to us just 
what we have done to them where will we be? 
We will haye the worst of it, a good deal the 
worst of it.’’ 

An advance of 25 cents a yard may not seem 
like very much, butit will make a difference 
of about $10 in the cost of carpeting an ordi- 
nary sized room.

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THE 1RON AND STEEL MEN. 


First Session of the International Conven- 
tion in New York. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—To-day the first session 
of the Iron and Steel Institute was opened in 
Chickering Hall. Monday and Tuesday the 
American Institute of Mining Engineers held 
their sessions, which were also attended by 
the scientific Englishmen and Germans who 
are now visiting this country. The foreigners 
turned out bright and early from their head- 
quarters in the Park Avenue Hotel and were 
in Chickering Hall promptiy at 10 
o’clock, when the convention was 
opened. Sir James Kitson, Bart., the 
President of the British Association, opened 


the meeting this morning. He said a few 
words of congratulation to the members of 
his society upon having an opportunity to 
visit and see for themselves the resources of 
this country. Mr. Andrew Carnegie then de- 
livered the address of welcome, He dwelt 
upon the close friendship which has always 
existed between the manufacturers of En- 
giand and America, afriendship that was in- 
creasing yesr by year. The interest of one 
country was the concern of another. The 
United States wasa great consumer and a 
great producer, and her superabundant pros- 
perity could not fail to reflect in a likemanner 
upon all other vountries. He was glad to 
have the honor of bidding the members of the 
Iron and Steel institute a hearty welcome to 
America. ' 

‘*You are welcome, thrice weleome,’’ he 
said, ‘‘tothe shores of the Republic whose 
people appreciate your efforts so successful in 
the cause of prcares and civilization. 

Sir James Kitson responded to Mr. Carne- 

je’s welcome, ‘‘It is indeed an honor to us,’’ 

e sald, ‘‘to be welcomed here by Mr. Carne- 
gie, whoisthe largest manufacturer of iron 
and steel in the world. The remarkable 
reception we have been given here since we 
landed justifies us in belleving that we are 
welcomed as well by a vast number ef the 
people of the United States.’’ 

Sir James then went into the history of the 
Iron and Steol Institute. The first President, 
he said, was the Duke of Devonéghire, whose 
acceptance of this position gained prestige 
for the institute, which obtained for its head 
a wan of social position and high intellectual 
attainments. It was interesting to note the 
rapid progress of the Gilchrist process, under 
which last year there was produced 2,212,000 
tons of iron. The Iron and Steel Institute, he 
thought, had done something to warrart the 
grand reception they were now receiving. He 
knew the treatment of the American iron 
trade in the past was stupid if not heartless. 
But Englishmen have grown wise since then. 
There is room for all countries and their 
manufacturers. 

Gen. Sherman here came upon the platform 
and was introdnced to the chairman. The 
audience gave him an ovation. The arrange- 
ments forthe excursions of the members of 
the English and German institutes through- 
out the country were then announced. The 
first excursion willtake place this afternoon 
by steamer up the Hudson. The delegates 
will all leave oan Saturday morning for Phila- 
deiphia. Copies of the presidential address, 
which was to have been delivered by ex- 
Mayor Hewitt, were distributed in the 
meeting. Mr. Hewitt dia not put in 
an appearance, and the reading of 
the address was postponed indefinitely. 
Sir Lowthian Bell stated that he was the gueat 
of Mr. Hewitt whilein this city, and he was 
there to tell the meeting that it wasa physical 
impossibility for him to be present. He re- 
— thia because Mr. Hewitt was to have 

een presented with the Bessemer gold medal 
and diploma by the British fron ana Steel In- 
stitute. Prof. 5elwynn, the eminent Canadian 
geologist, on behalf of-the Dominion Govern- 
ment, extended a hearty invitation to the 
members of the institute to visit Canada be- 
fore their return to England.

THE PRESIDENT WILL COMF. 


We take pleasure in making the positive 
announcement that President HARRISON 
will be the guest of this city in the imme- 
diate future. In response to the cordial 
invitations sent the President yesterday 
to include a visit to St. Louis in his plans 
for a Western trip he has indicated his in- 
tention to do so. 

The prompt decision of the President 
affords us especial gratification, not only 
because it is most desirable that the chief 
executive should visit St. Louis, but be- 
cause it is another occasion in which the 
POsT-DISPATCH has been enabled to do 
good service for the people of this city by 
securing the presence here of so distin- 
guished a guest as the President of the 
United States. It was through the sug- 
gestion and energetic efforts of the Post- 
DIsPpaTCH that President and Mrs. CLEVE- 
LAND made their notable visit to St. Louis 
in 1887, and again through the suggestion 
and prompt endeavor of the POoOsT- 
DIsPaTCH the promise of a visit has 
been obtained from President HARRISON. 

A dispatch was sent from Washington 
yesterday stating that President Har- 
RISON would visit Galesburg, Ill., Ot- 
tumwa, Io., and Jopeka, Kan. The 
PosT-DISPATCH at once set to work to 
have him come to St. Louis. It was sug- 
gested to Mayor NOONAN that a commit- 
tee of citizens should be appointed to in- 
vite the President to include this city in 
his trip and suggestions were also made 
to Acting President BERNHEIMER of the 
Merchants’ Exchange and President 
GREEN of the Fair Association that in- 
vitations be sent to the President to be 
the guest of St. Louis. The Post-Dis- 
PATCH representative in Washington was 
requested to interest Secretary NOBLE 
and the St. Louis delegation in the move- 
ment. <All of the suggestions were 
promptly acted upon and the thing was 
accomplished, as announced in our Wash- 
ington dispatches to-day, within twenty- 
four hours from the inception of the 
idea. 

We congratulate the people of St. Louis 
and the President upon the conclusion of 
the affair. St. Louisans and the people 
of the surrounding territory will have an 
opportunity to meet and greet the Chief 
Executive and the President will have an 
opportunity to see the metropolis of the 
Mississippi Valley at its best and to min- 
gle with its people.

The Barrundia Case. 
From Harper's Weekly. 

It seems bardiy possibile that a Minister of 
the United States in Guatemala not only fallied 
te protect a political refugee who was shel- 
tered by our flag, but actually deprived him 
of that shelter, and abandoned him to the 
immediate vengeance of his enemies. The 
sanctity of political exile is not only recog- 
nized by every free people, but especial pains 
are taken to prevent the delivery of a politi- 
cal refugee under pretense of the violation of 
criminal law. We have no disposition to 
judge barshly the conduct of Mr. Mizner in 
Guatemala, but as yet there is no good ex- 
planation of it. Barrundia was upon an 
American merchant vessel in Guatemalan 
waters, in the close vicinity of American ves- 
sels of war. Theright of search for escaping 
criminals under such circumstances is con- 
ceded to the local authority. But nothing 
more is conceded. It is not acknowledged 
that a political refugee is a criminal; and if 
by some straining of the law this might be 
inferred, what generous man would infer it? 
What American Minister would not devise 
means of delay until the fiag had secured the 
protection which the refugee had sought?

DUBLIN, Oct. 1.—The appeal of Messrs. Dil- 
lon, O’Brien and their fellow-accused to the 
High Court of Justice for a writ to prohibit 
the magistrates of Tipperary from proceeding 
with the conspiracy cases on the ground of 
bias, has failed ofits object. Judge Holmes 
decided this morning not to grant the writ. 
No further stepcan be taken, it is understood, 
with a view to changing the magistrates be- 
fore whom the hearing is to be continued. 
But the Nationalists feei that thelr pro- 
tests persistently made against being tried 
by magistrates whom they have reason to 
believe biased against them, will have much 
effect on public opigion. Attention has been 
strikingly directea to the composition of the 
court before whick}political offenders, as the 
Nationalists consider the arrested men, are 
being tried. The case for the presecution was 
continued at Tipperary to-day without strik- 


ing eplsedes. 
THE PUBLIC INTEREST. 


LoNpDoN, Oct. 1.—The Irish arrests and trials 
continue to ocuupy a large share of public in- 
terest. John Morley and Commoner Illing- 
worth, who were in the crowd at Tipperary 
last Thursday, when the clubbing by the 
police occurred, have expressed their willing- 
ness to appear as witnesses of the pelice 
assnults in case the matter is brought 
before the courts. As an indication of the 
awakening of English public opinion 
regarding Ireland, the action of the annual 
assembly of the Baptist denomination nowin 
session is significant. The assembly adopted 
a series of resolutions touching public mat- 
ters, among which was one severely con- 
demning the Government’s Irish policy. 
Otber resolutiens were in favor of a system of 
free education and expressive of sympathy 
with the movement for improving the eondi- 
tion of the laboring classes. 


Russia and the Hebrews. 


Lonpon, Oct. 1.—Letters from Russia state 
that the epidemic of cruelty tothe Hebrews 
continues torage with unabated fury. The 
peasants and citizens, whose natural hatred 
of the Israelites is no longer held in check by 
theexample ofthe local autherities, indulge 
in all furms of annoyance and persecution. A 
measure is new being framed by the Minister 
of the Interior,and will probably be approved 
by the Czar, which will greatiy add to the 
misfortunes of the Hebrews. It provides that 
persons of fereign biood who are ordered to 
be expelled from Russia for amy cause, and 
who do net receive the recognition of thelr 
native or any other government, shall be sent 
witbout trial to Siberia and kept there for the 
remainder ef their iives. This act principally 
affects the Hebrews, whocan seldom ciaim 
any particular nationality, even if any gov- 
ernment would care to bestir itselfin their 
bebalf. 


The Canadian Militia Commander, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct, 1.—It has been under- 
stood that Gen. Middleten’s suceessor as a 
commander of the Canadian forces would be 
a Canadian, and the appointment of Col. Her- 
bert 
Guards to the position has pvaturally caused 
much comment in Doth civil and willitary 
circles. A high military official stated to a 
reporter yesterday that this change in the 
Government’s policy spoke volumes. ‘‘I re- 
gret,’’ he said, ‘‘to see that we are drifting 
back to our old ways, as they were before the 
Trent affair, when the whele administration 
ofthe military organization in Canada was 
directed frem Downing street by the British 
Goverament. Iam in a position te know, 
however, that Engiand is preparing for the 
worst that may come out of the several inter- 
national questions now in dispute between 
the United States and Great Britain, and if 


any serious trouble does arise Cavada will be.

ViENNA, Oct. 1.—The Emperer of Germany 
arrived here this morning. Emperor Francis 
Joseph, accompanied by Archduke William 
and Archduke Renier, met him at the railway 
station. The greeting of their majesties was 
affectionate. Among those present at the 
station was the Burgomaster uf the city, who 
received Emperer William’s thanks for the 
warmth of his reception. Astate carriage, 
which wasin waiting, was entered by their 
majesties and they were driven to the Hof- 
burg. An immense crowd lined the route and 
the two emperors received an ovatien. 


A Battle With Indians. 


CITV OF MEXICO, Oct. 1.—Sept. 28a party of 
fifty Yaquilndians, well armed, attacked a 
wagon train near Oumurica and captured it, 
after killing one of the teamsters. Twenty- 
five men of the Eleventh Regiment of cavairy 
went in pursuit of the Indians, whom they 
succeeded in overtaking Monday. A fight 
ensued, ia which a cerporal and one other of 
the pursuers were killed, and two of their 
number were wounded. The wagon train 
booty was recovered from the Indians, who 
fied toward the United States beuadary. 
Their loss is unknown. 


The Austro-Hungarian “‘Zene’’ System. 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—The ‘‘Zene’’ system of low 
and uniform passeuger tariffs, adopted some 
time ago by the Austro-Hungarian railways, 
has proved so remarkabiy profitable, as well 
as so satisfactory to the pubiic, that i¢ has 
beer decided to extend it to the freight rates.

NOT YET DEFEATED. 


COUNCILMAN SLOAN SAYS THE GARBAGE 
BILL WAS NOT VOTED ON, 


Walbridge’s Resolution Was a ‘‘Feoler’’ 
and the Bill Will Be Brought Up—Oeun- 
selor Beli’s Upinien — The Mayor and 
Presideat Harrisen—City Hall Notes. 


The Merz garbage bill was not defeated in 
theCouncilfiastinight,according to the position 
taken this morning by those Councilmen who 
are thought to be ite friends. They contend 
that the bill itself was not submitted to a vote, 
that theaction taken last night was only on 
the ‘‘resolution’’ submitted by President 
Walbridge, and that beyond being an indica- 
tion of the feeling towardsthe garbage Dill 
had no further or more definite bearing. 

Councilman John A. Sloan, whose request 
to reconsider his vote which had been in favor 
of the resolution, was thought to mean that 
he intended moving a reconsideration of the 
bill at the next meeting or the one following, 
discussed the Counoil action this morning 
very freely. 

‘*‘Ildid ask to be allowed to change my 
vote,’’ said Mr. Sloan, ‘‘but it was that I 
might move a reconsideration of President 
Walbridge’s resolution coupling and approv- 
ing of the two bonds of $50,000 
and $20,000 respectively, which failed to pass. 
One ofthe morning papers is mistaken in 
stating thatthe garbage bill was defeated. 
According to all parliamentary law the garb- 
age billhas not yet been acted upon. Wal- 
bridge’s reaolution might be described as a 
‘feeler’ to ascertain the Council’s sentiment, 
but it was nothing more. The bill itself re- 
mains to be acted upon yet. 

‘*But itis likely that a reconsideration of 
Walbridge’s resolution will be moved before 
the bill does come up and it may be that this 
will be done at the next meeting ofthe Coun- 
oll. Theapprovalil ef those bonds would, of 
course, make them a part of the contract

THE HEWARD INQUEST. 


Testimeny Taken To-Day in Regard to the 
Forsythe Junction Wreck. 


All day Coroner Frank has been taking ex- 
pert testimony in the case of Engineer Chas. 
W. Heward, who was killed in the rear end 
collision at Forsythe Junction on the 
evening of Sept. 22. Engineer Hew- 
ard, it will be remembered, was crushed 
between his engine, No. 12 of the 


St. Louis, Kansas City & Colorado line, and its 
tender. Some twenty passengers on board 
this train and the train of the 8t. Louis, 
Keokuk & Northwestern were more or less 
ser ously injured. At the inquest proper 
Coroner Frank returned a verdict finding that 
Heward came to his death ‘‘from the effects of 
a shock and injuries received a sbort time 
before by being crushed between 
his engine and its tender drawing 
a passenger train ofthe St. Louis, Keokuk & 
Northwestern Railway Co. running inte and 
colliding with train No. 108 of the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Colorado Railway Co., due to 
an accident caused by the tardiness with 
which the station operator, J.C. Park, gave 
a requisite signal to said approaching 
train.’’ 

This was on Iast Saturday evening. The 
Wabash company, on whose tracks the volll- 
sion took place and at whose door the respon- 
sibility for the accident was laid, made affi- 
davit before a notary Monday to the effect 
thatnew and Important evidence could be 
produced throwing an entirely different light 
on the matter. These affidavits were sub- 
mitted to Coroner Frank Monday afternoon. 
That official ordered that the case be re- 
opened and this morning heard the new evi- 
dence to which reference was made. 

The only evidence of any importance sub- 
mitted was that of Train Dispateher Clark of 
the Wabash. Clark’s headquartera are at 
Ferguson. It was he that gave the 
operator, Parks, at Forsythe Junction 
instruction in regard to the flagging of the 
twotrains. At the inquest proper Parks 
swore that when he asked for orders in re- 
gard to the two trains Clark answered 
**White for 108.’’ This means a clear track 
for the St. Louis, Keokuk 
Northwestern train, which was to 
ae) through without being stopped. 
Parks insisted that Clark gave him the in- 
structions so late that the train was ciose at 
band before the signal could be displayed. 

This morning Ciark swore that when Parks 
asked for instructions he answered him, 
‘*‘white, for 108; green, for a" 
which meant to stop No. 14 of 
the Colorado line. This green signal 
was not displayed and the Colorado train 
crashed into the rear of the Keokuk train, 
which bad stopped. Several other witnesses 
were @xamined by Dr. Frank and Attorneys 
Grover, Parker and Trimble, representing 
the Wabash, Colorado and Keokuk lines re- 
spectively. Ooroner Frank reserved his de- 
cision for a few days, during which time he 
will carefully examine the new testimony. It 
is probable, however, that the verdict orig- 
inally rendered will be allowed to stand.

THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY GETS ANOTHER 
LETTER ABOUT THE MEXICAN BAND. 


Owen Miller Informed That the Local Mu- 
sicians Cannot Bring the Matter Up in 
Ceurt Because the Mexicans Are Artists— 
A Secret Service Bureau Abandoned— 
Naturalization Not as Easy as Formerly.

REYNOLDS received 
another lietter to- 
day from Owen Mil- 
ler, President of the 
Musicians’ Union, 
in regard to the 
coming ofthe Mexi- 
can Band, which is 
engaged to play at 
the Fair Grounds 
next week. The 
“ Musicians’ Union is 
not inclined to aban- 
don the fight against 
the band’s coming, 
and President Miller says that he would like 
to have an opportunity to prove in court that 
Oonsul Cahill did say that the band was com- 
ing under contract. The Mexican Censul has 
denied that he ever made this admission. Mr. 
Miller also called the District Attorney’s at- 
tention to the fact that the bands of the 
United States Army were not allowed to play 
in com pgtition with civilian musicians, and 
suggested that the same policy should be 
followed in regard to any bands coming frem 
Mexico. 

Mr. Reynolds replied to Mr. Miller’s letter. 
He said it did not matter whether the Mexican 
Band was coming under contract or not. The 
contract labor law excepted artists and the 
Secretary of the Treasury nad ruled that mu- 
sicians were artists. Mr. Milier’s attention 
was called to this ruling, which had been 
quoted in a previous letter written to him by 
Mr. Reynolds. So the question of Mr. Cabill’s 
veracity could not affect the case. As to the 
second point made by Mr. Miller, the District 
Attorney informed him that the Department 
of Justice had no power to prevent the band 


playing, and he did not know of any depart- 
ment of the Government that had. 


A Secret Service Bureau Abandoned. 


The Secret Service Bureau attached to the 
United States District Attorney’s Office has 
been abolished. When the District Attorney 
began the prosecution of witnesses who had 


appeared in naturalization fraud cases in the 
Court of Criminal Correction and Criminal 
Court, he employed Henry Ehlert, whose 
compensation was said to be $125 per month, 
and whose office was special deputy marshal. 
None of thecases against the persons who 
bad assisted inthe frauds were made by the 
Government notwithstanding Mr. Ehblert’s 
assistance. He looked up “principals in 
naturalization cases and witnesses for the 
District Attorney and prepared the way 
for the bringing of the suits to deprive the 
fraudulentiy naturalized of their certificates 
of naturalization. Recently this special work 
has given out and the office was vacated. Mr. 
Reynolds says he expects to have Eblert on 
again Jater ih the season, when he will de- 
prive more fradulentiy naturalized aliens of 
thelr certificates. 


Not as Easy as Formerly. 


Judge Thayer in the Usmited States Circuilt 
Court made a citizen of Peter Peterson, a 
native of Schleswig, Holstein, who came to 
thie country eight years ago, declared his in- 


tentien of becoming a _ citizen of this 
great, glorious and free country five 
years ago, has resided nore than 
one year in Nissouri, and is attached tothe 
principles of the constitution. 

This is the first naturalization for manya 
day inthe United States Circuit Court, ana 
wasasomewhat longer operation than the 
citizenization of aliens in the city courts in 
isss. Judge Thayer examined George Wirth, 
Peterson’s witness, at some length, and re- 
quired bis answers to be taken down ona 
form that had been especially prepared under 
the Judge’s direction. This was signed by 
Wirth. Then Peterson was examined teuch- 
ing his qualifications for citizenship, his de- 
sire to forsake the EmperorofGermany and 
cleave unto the United States, and his uncer- 
standing of the government of this ceuntry. 
Then he was made a citizen.

WILL FORMA STOCK COMPANY. 


An Important Change Contemplated by J. 
Vv. Farwell & Co. 


NEW YORE, Oct. 1.—The prominent dry 
goods jobbing house of John V. Farwell & Co. 
of Chicago are considering a plan for tne 
reorganization of their business by merging 
itinto a stock company ina manner similar 
to that made a few months ago bythe New 
York house of H. B. Claflin &Co. The plan 
on which Farwell & Co. will proceed has not 
been made public. Infact, the greatest 
secrecy has been maintained by the members 
ofthe firm regarding the purposed change, 


which seemsto have become pubiicin New 
York ere it was even hinted at in 
Chicago. The truth of the rumor 
was, however, confirmed by the state- 
nent of Mr. Boardman Burchard, the 
firm’s representative in this city. When 
asked as to the truth or falsity of the rumor 
yesterday Mr. Burchard said thatJ. V. Far- 
well & Co. were considering a plan for merg- 
ing their business into a stock company and 
that the formal proposition to the publiie 
would be made probably some time between 
the present date and the list of January. As 
to the details of the reorganization, Mr. Bur- 
chard said that the firm was not as yet pre- 
pared to give them publicity. He felt that the 
simple confirmation of the rumor would suf- 
fice forthe present. When asked if the new 
company would be capitalizedtoas large an 
amount as $5,000,000 Mr. Burchard said that 
it would probably be at a figure in excess 
of that, The reasons for the contemplated 
reorganization, the same authority said, 
were the increasing years and accumulated 
business responsibilities resting upon the 
shoulders of senior members ofthe firm, and 
also thatthe time seemed a favorable one for 
floating such propositions as that contem- 
plated. The firm of J. V. Farwell & Co. is the 
oldest dry goods jobbing house in Chicago, 
and from its volume of business stands prob- 
ably third in rank among the dry goods job- 
bers of the country. According to the mer- 
cantile reports of January, 1890, the capital of 
the firm was estimated at $6,000,000, and its an- 
nual business at $22,000,000.

was seen last nicht, he at first declined to say 
anything, but finally said: ‘‘It is true that

“THE SUNDAY PARADE, 


CONGREGATIONAL MINISTERS REGRET 
THAT ANOTHER DAY WAS NOT CHOSEN, 


They Pass a Resolution Asking the German 
Citizens to Alter Their intention, if 
Possible—What Dr. Stimson Says—Secre- 
tary Rohifing Explains Why Sunday Was 
Selected. 


The ministers of the different churches are 
inclined to criticize the action of the Arrange- 
ment Committee of the German societies, 
which decided to hold the’ parade next Sun- 
day. The ministers express the view that the 
custom of parading on Sunday will seriously 
conflict with the services in the different 
churches and willinterfere with the observ- 
ance of the Sabbath. They express their extreme 
regret at the choice of Sunday for the day 
of the parade and ask that those interested in 
religion use their influence not to permit the 
establishment of Sunday as a day for parades. 

On the otherhand,tne officers of the Ger 
man societies give as their reasons for the 
choosing of Sunday as the day for t he parade, 
that those who desire to participate in the 
parade could not doso without the parade 
was held on Sunday oralegal holiday. The 
latter being an impossibility, the former was 
chosen out of necessity, as the men could not 
leave their work to parade on a week day. 
The report that the German ministers have 
discountenanced the plan of having the 
parade on Sunday is denied by those 
who have charge of the affair. They 
claim that the churches are with them in 
svirit, even though the ch urches will not par- 
ticipate as such, and that the church societies 
will take part in the parade. 

The first action taken by the ministers of 
St. Louis on the subject was atthe mesting of 
the Congregational ministers Monday after- 
noon. They discussed the subject at length 
and finally adopted the following resolution: 

RESOLUTIONS OF REGRET. 

It is with profound regret that we learn that 
the managers of the annual celebration of 
German Day in St. Louis have this year fixed 
upon Sunday for their parade. In view of the 

fact that it has not hitherto been their habit 
to so disregard the feelings of their fellow 
citizens and the well established customs of 
the land; that itis not usual in other cities to 
hold the celebration on Sunday; that the 
change here has, we are informed, already 
resulted inthe formal withdrawal from the 
parade and festivities of many of the members 
of the German Protestant churches and that 
there is no apparent necessity for 
sucha violation of the customs of the land 
and the spirit of our national institutions, we 
earne stly request our German fellow citizens, 
who in 8t. Louis form so large and so in- 
fluential apartofthe community, to express 
their di sapprobation of whatcannot but be 
the thoughtless act ofa few, and if itis too 


late to amend the action for this year, at least 
to see tbat itisnot made the precedent for 
future celebrations.’’ 

DR. STIMBORK’S VIEWS. 

Rev. H. A. Stimson of the Pilgrim Congre- 
gational Church was seen this morning by a 
Post- DISPATCH reporter and expressed him- 
self on the subject as follows: 

**Our regret that Sunday has been chosen as 
the day for the parade is very great from the 
fact that the Sunday services in the different 
churches will be interfered with to a great 
extent and the establishment of such 
a precedent will have a very bad 
effect. Our resolution of regret is couched 
in the mtiidest terms aad is not done with the 
object of censure, but merely to show our

“There is no truth in th¢story that some of 
the German churches hate withdrawn from 
the parade on account of he choice of Sun- 
day forthe day of the observance. It is true 
thatas churches they cannot participate with 
us, butthey are with us in the spirit. So 
cieties from the different churches will take 
part in the parade, with the _ full 
sanction and consent of the pastors, but 
as churches they cannot suspend Sunday 
services to take part inthe parade. There are 
about sixteen thousand persons belonging to 
the Catholic, Evangelical and Evangelical 
Lutheran churches who will parade .with us. 
You see, the reason why they cannot take an 
active part in the parade as churches is be- 
cause they have morning and afternoon ser- 
vices. We were compelied to select Sunday 
for the day of the parade because those who 
will take part would beunable to participate 
on any other day unless a legal noliday.’’

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MRS. SHERMAN’S BABY FARM, 


A Curious Case of Cruelty and Ignorance 
Reveaied ia Court. 


NEw YORK, Oct. 1.—Justice Duffy yesterday 
morning bound over Mrs. Catherine Sherman 
under $300 bail to answer at the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions to the charge of keeping a 
baby farm withouta license. Backof this 
lies a curious story of cruelty and ignorance. 
Mrs. Sherman is nearly 70 years old and has 
long been the janitress ofthe tenement at 156 


Forsythe street. Five years ago her son-in- 
law and daughter died, leaving her their in- 
fant boy to bring up. Mrs. Shermen was very 
poor, anda year ago thought she would in- 
crease her income by takinginafew other 
babies. As she had never heard that a license 
was necessary she did not get one. Her 
daughter’s boy was then nearly 10 years of 
age. She answered an advertisement 
fora baby to farm, and secured the natural 
child of a young working girl. Afew weeks 
ago Mrs. O’Herring died in 154 Forsythe 
street, and the widow gave the baby, which 
had cost her life, into Mrs, Sherman’s care. 
A washing woman on the fourth floor con- 
traeted with ber to take her baby during the 
day while she was out working. So, with the 
first of last month, Mrs, Sherman found her- 
self with three children besides her grandson. 
A few weeks ago g@ young marriea couple in 
one of the upper rooms quarrellied and sep- 
arated. The husband, who was last to leave, 
gave Mrs. Sherman the feather bed. The 
wife came back after it, charged Mrs. Sher- 
man with stealing it, and finally brought her

Sherman’s daughter. Mrs. Sherman,following 
her custom, litacandle and placediton the 
bureau. Then she lighted a fire In the stove, 
called in Mrs. O’Brien to wateh the children 
and went with her grandson to the cemetery.

}X-SENATOR CHRISTIANCY AND HIS RE- 
MARKABLE CAREER. 


Once the Chief Justice of Michigan, Again 
a United States Senator—Marriage at an 
Advanced Age—The. Consequences—A 
Mysterious Peruvian Woman, 


A few years ago lawyers and public men all 
over the country were singing the praises of 
a man just entered into public life through the 
gateway of the United States Senate, possess- 
Ang such fine legal attainments as marked him 
‘at ence one of the most distinguished men in 
public life. One year later society was re- 
jolicing in the romance of his marriage to one 
of the famous beauties of the Treasury De- 
partment. 

This man was Isaac P. Christiancy. A dis- 
tinguished lawyer, Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Michigan; United States 
Senator by election and Minister to Peru. It 
is less than thirteen years ago that the whole 
country’ was gossiping about the romantic 
marriage of the Michigan Senator, then in his 
65th year, to the pretty young Treasury 
Cierk, forty-five years his junior. It 
is but fourteen years ago this spring 
that the most ‘able lawyers in both 
Houses of Congress, the Judges on the beach, 
and eminent men everywhere were praising 
without stint the great legal attainments of 
the new Michigan Senator. He became at 
once a leading member of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Judge Christiancy made two speeches 
in the Senate which compelied the admission 
from all sides that he was one of the ablest 
legal minds in public or private life. 

The life of Judge Christiancy is full of in- 
terest, pathos and tragedy. fifty years ago 
he was a practicing lawyer at Monroe, Mich., 
the partner of Robert McClelland, who a few 
years afterward became the dis- 
tinguished Seeretary of the Interior 
im the Cabinet of President Pierce. Judge 
Christiancy was naturally an intensely stu- 
dious map, He hada peculiarly legal mind, 
and stood bigh throughoutthe State asa lexd- 
— lawyer and upright public-spirited citizen. 

In 1858 he was elected to the bench of the &Snu- 
preme Court, and for nearly twenty years was 
one of the most honored and distinguisbed 
Judges, serving us Chief Justice for three 
years. Before his election to the bench 
be had taken an active part in i ~poll- 
tics, and the evidence is ciear and ac- 
cessible that to him, as much as to 
any man or men in the United States, is 
due the birth of what is now the Repub- 
lican party. Judge Christiancy was always a 
strong Abolitionist,ana in 1848 he was a prom- 
inent delegate to the National Free Soli Cen- 
vention at Buffalo. It was due solely to his 
efforts. that the fusion of the Free Soil and 
Whig parties took placein Michigan in 1854, 
That fusion resulted in the formation of the 
Republican party that same year at Jackson, 
Mich. The last office which Judge Christiancy 
held vefore taking bis seat upon the Supreme 
Court bench in )857 was that of deleyvate to the 
cospventien of 1856, heid in Philadelphia. 

For eighteen years he sat upon the bench 
and was generally reported to be the ranking 
jurist of the State. His opinions were 
authority ln the State courts, and outside of 
Miichigan they were widely quoted. Living 
quietly at the beautiful and historic littie 
city otf Monroe the lifeofa deep student, the 
werid went on about him and he knew littie 
of it. In 1875, the cry for independence in 
politics and treedom from bossism went up 
allover the country. Its wave struck Michi- 
gan and Zach Chandler, who had ruied 


Is 
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in her night clothes. She was arrested, and 
from the incoherency of her replies it was de- 
termined that hertroubles had clouded her 
mind. After several mouths ef weary litiga- 
tion the husband obtained a divorce and 
resigned his post in Peru. His young bride 
died afew months laterin a private asylum 
in Brooklyn. 

Adverse fate was still pursying the ex-Sena- 
tor, ex-Judge and ex-Minister. Before leav- 
ing Peru ne had been intrusted by a wealthy 
Seuth American iady with the custody of a 
lot of valuable diamonds and other jewelry 
which she wished to get clear of the ciutches 
of the enemies of her country, who were at 
that time ravaging it from coast to coast. On 
the night that ene Ohristiancy arrived at 
the National Hotel in Washington the jewels 
were stolen. He passed through many 
months of anxiéty before they were recov- 
ered, and by the time they were finally hand- 
ed over the Washington detectives had lined 
their pockets well. 

Judge Christiancy settied down in Lansing. 
Soon after he returned to Lansing the Peru- 
vian lady, whose peautiful diamonds he had 
brought to this country, took up her resi- 
dence at his heuse. She could speak no En- 
glish. She brougnt a young son with her, and 
remained a year or more. To the towns- 
people she was & great curiosity, and some- 
thing of a mystery, because it wes never given 
out whether she was heusekeeper, guest or 
boarder. She left, after a protraéted resi- 
dence, as suddenly. as she came, and did not 
take the trouble to enlighten her erstwhile 
neighbors as to her status in the Ubristiancy 
housebold.

Her husband did not care to 
enter society, and in fact, his means were so 
limited that he would have found it impossibie 
todo so. Alargefamily in Michigan wus a 
constant Grain upon his resources, and even 
the luxury Of a hired carriage was infreauent- 
ly indulped in. ‘lie young bride never fully 
took her position in society as a Senator’s 
wife. Sbe made a few torinal calls, but soon, 
for various reasons, abandoned the idea of 
performing social duties. Alterthe adjourn- 
ment of the Senate the wedded couple came 
to the groom’s bome in this city, the capital 
of the State, where he had erected a residence 
but a year or two before being elected to the 
Senate. The people of Michigan met them 
with open arms, especially his old townsmen 
ut Monroe, and the six bachelor sons end one 
married daughter of the newly married man, 
allofwhom, but one, were older thanthe 
bride, gave her a more or less kindly welcome 
Kumors of domestic infelicity were 
s00n abroad, and tollowed them 
to Washington when they returmed to 
the session of 1876-77. During the next 
year or two the rumors grew into ugly reports 
of a scandalous nature, and the Senator, who 
was aman of biaineleas life and highly sensi- 
tive, grew very restive under them. 

In ‘the spring of 1879 he allowed himself to 
become 4 party, probably with thé most sin- 
cere motives, to an arrangement which put 
Zach Chandler backin the Senate and sent 
Christiancy as Ministerto Peru. Lhe Michigan 
Legislature had repented of its action in de- 
feating the great Stalwart just as liiinois and 
Wisconsin had repented ef the retirement of 
Logan and Carpenter. When, therefore, Mr. 
Christiancy agreed to resign and accept the 
mission to Peru, Chandler easily secured a re- 
election as Senator for the unexpired term. 
The enemies of the latter were indignant at 
whatthey termed a shameléss political bar- 
gain, and Judge Christiancy did not escape 
his share of the avusé, He always declared 
that he was nota perty to the plan to re-elect 
Chandler, but that his health demanded a 
change of climate, and his financial con- 
dition required the increase in salary which 
his new post afforded, 

He resigned from the Senate In 1879, and 
soon alterward sailed for Peru. it was bit a 
fow months before the rumors connecting his 
young wife’s name with various men well 
known in public and private life in Baltimore, 
Washington and elsewhere, appeared. Be- 
fore she went to Peru private detectives were 
employeu to shadow her, and they reported 
toatlirmof lawyers employed by the new 
niinister, who breught a billforservice. One 
of the men with whom her name had been - 
connected while in Washington was reported 
to have followed her to Peru, and to have 
been driven out of the American Leyation by 
the Minister, who discovered’ him one day

It has been 
ackrowleged that the events of the week jus- 
pust have not strengthened the position of 
such as want to beliewethat theturfis get- 
ting honester andthereis a great deal 
of fairness despite ail that is saidto the 
contrary. The Sportsman, which is undoubt- 
ediythe most influential and abie of all the 
sporting journals, asserts in this week’s issue 
editorially, in a way that cannot be misunder- 
stood, ‘‘that fraudulant collusion exisis be- 
tween the betting ring and owners, trainers 
and jockeys.’’

Our Claim that the betting ring controls the 
greater number of racestothe exclusion of 
outside honest speculation simply means that 
there are bookmakers who have gone delib- 
erately to work to undermine respectable 
herse owners by purchasing a contrelling in- 
terest inthe management of their stables. By 
purehasing we mean thatthose who are un- 
faithful to their employers would scarcely 
have sacrificed them and their owa bonesty 
unless some pecuniary inducement had first 
been offered them. Thus, it is understood 
that there are stables of considerable .promi- 
nence which are run in the interest of one or 
more books. 

But while not so outspoken, other sporting 
journals convey the same intimation almost 
daily, and there is nota leading daily of the 
country that has not been called upon this 
season to score evident dishonest practices at 
some of the leading race tracks of the 
country.
